Guy Gosselin, representa- 
tive for a company which 
manufactures high-quality 
horse barns, presented Madoc 
council with a proposal to build 
a 6 to 7,000 square foot factory 
on two acres of land, west of 
town. 

Gosselin expressed the 
desire for two lots along 
Seymour Street, and three 
more running along the rail- 
road bed. He says that along 
with the first building, two to 
three other buildings would 
also be built. Two to three 
other companies which use the 
by-products from the original 
company, would then lease 
these buildings. 

The building materials, the 
horse stall sections, would be 
pre-fabricated, Gosselin says. 
He explained that the sawdust 


from their work is used b 
another company (whic 
would lease one of the addition- 
al buildings) to manufacture 
artificial logs for burning in 
wood stoves. Gosselin says 
each separate company would 
complement the other by using 
the each other’s by-products, 
reducing landfill use. 

The customers and market 
for their products are in Toron- 
to and in the eastern Provin- 
ces. As a result, Gosselin says 
easy access to the site by 
tractor-trailer transport is 
necessary. 

The site will produce no 
pollution, with heating 
provided by propane. Gosselin 
added that a wood stove may 
be used to dispose of wood 
scraps. He says little water 
will be used by the company,

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I have written many times of 
an integrated center to deal 
with our waste problems. Our

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MANAGING YOUR MONEY 


by Harry L. Mardon 

“The best time investment 
you can make during your 
summer holidays is to devote a 
few hours in compiling a fami- 
ly Net Worth Statement. 

Obviously, It’s not an activi- 
ty you can undertake if you are 
spending all your holidays 
travelling. But a good many 
Canadians either spend all or 

of their summer vacations 
in their year-round home, 
where they have ready access 
to all their financial records. 

A net worth statement is, in 
essence, a snapshot in time of 
just how wealthy you are. It is 
a listing of all your assets and 
all your liabilities. When you 
deduct your liabilities from 
your total assets, the differ- 
ence is your net worth. 

You' should be in a ‘‘plus” 
position of course. If it trans- 
pires that your.liabilities (what 
you owe) exceed your assets, 
you may be in financial straits. 

To determine your financial 
situation doesn’t require _ 
special skills or knowledge. All 
that’s needed is some patient 
work - and total honesty with 
yourself. Don’t exagerate the 
value of your assets as you list 
them, and don’t under- 
estimate the amount of your 
liabilities. 

Your objective should be to 
draw up a true picture of your 
current financial status. Do the 
same thing one year from/now, 
and you'll be able to see 
whether your net worth 
improved during that twelve 
month period. In fact, you 
should make it an annual habit 
to calculate your net worth. 

When it comes to listing your 
assets, it is advisable to group 
them under a number of 
headings. 

The first should be: Cash and 
near-cash. Underneath that 
heading, ‘list by description 
and by amount the money 
which you have on hand and/or

It’ would 
include such things as the cash 
surrender value (CSV) of life 
insurance policies and the CSV 
of your company pension plan 
or deferred sharing plan, an 
also the current value of your 
Registered Retirement 
Savings Plan(s). Again, make 
a sub-total. | The key group- 
ing comes under the heading: 
Investments. In most cases, a 
family’s largest single invest- 
ment is in the family. home. 
When you give its current 
value, be realistic. Check hous- 
ing advertisements or with 
somebody in the real estate 
business whom you can trust, 
and find out what houses simi- 
lar to yours are selling for at 
the present time. If you over- 
estimate the value of your 
house, you will distort the 
whole financial picture. 

There are a lot of other 
things you can list as invest- 
ments, besides the obvious 
ones such as any stocks, bonds 
and mutual funds you hold. 
You may. own a summer 
cottage or some other type of 
real estate investment. Invest- 
ment certificates, business 
interests and mortgages held 
fit into this group. Add all the 
values to get a sub-total. 

Finally there is a group 
called Personal.Using today’s 
fair market value, list the 
personal possessions such as 
household and 
gardening furnishings and 
equipment, collectibles such as 
art, coins, stamps and anti- 
ques, jewellery and furs.Add 
up the values to. arrive at a 


sub-total. 
Total up all the sub-totals 
and you have the amount of 


our assets. You may be pleas- 
antly surprised at the size of 
that total. ;

The first venture will be a 
repeat of ‘“‘Countdown’’ the 
stop smoking program which 
is presented by an instructor 
from the Kawartha Pine Ridge 
Lung Association. This is a 
program of self help and group 


_assistance to aid smokers in 


taking control of their life and 
“Kicking the habit’. Freedom 
from smoking can be gained in 
just five weeks. ere is 
genuine support from group 
members, as well as dizrection 
and encouragement from the 
trained course leader. 
Members learn about their 
habit and about coping 
tecniques. The atmosphere is 
relaxed and supportive. 

Sessions will be held in the 
Conference Room at Cam 
bellford Memorial Hospital, 
starting Tuesday, September 
5. There will be seven evens 
in total, from 7:30 -9 p.m. - the 
last one being October 5. The 
registration fee of $95 covers 
course materials, refresh- 
ments and the instructors fee. 

Smoking is one of the major 
risk factors leading to heart 
disease and stroke. 

This course has been effctive 
in assisting many people to 
delete this factor from their 
lives forever.

To many, spring may appear 
far away, but the LTRCA is 
already preparing for their 
1990 tree planting season 

According to Randy Vilneff, 
Water Management Supervt- 

sor, 95,000 trees have been 
allocated for the 1990 season 

The reforestation program is 
part of the Authority’s Conser- 
vation Servites Program and 
provides landowners with the 
opportunity to put submargi- 
nal lands back into production. 
Landowners, municipalities 
and other organized Broups 
within the jurisdiction of the 
LTRCA are eligible to partici- 
pate in the program. 

Tree seedlings, obtained 
from the provihcial tree nurse- 
ries at.a cost of 7.5 cents, are 
hand or machine planted by 
LTRCA field crews in areas | - 
10 acres (4 - 4 hectares) in 
size. The charge for planting ts 
7.5 cents per tree with a mini- 
mum charge of $100.00. 

Authority technical staff 
work closely with each applic- 
ant to ensure that the species 
selected are suitable for the 
planting site conditions. 

Vilneff also .stresses the 
importance of _ properly 
preparing the planting site.“‘In 
some instances, sile prepara. 
tion such as cultivation and 
weed spraying must be done 
every year in advance to 
ensure a good survival rate for 
the trees.” 

In addition to providing 
direct benefits to the landow- 
ner, reforested areas help to 
improve the general condition 
of the watershed by reducing 
the rate of overland runoff and 
sol erosion 

A variety of trees including 
White and Red Pine, White and 
Norway Spruce, White Cedar, 
Red Oak, Silver Maple, Black 
Locust, Poplar and White Ash 
are available this year 

Under the conditions of the 
program the landowner 1s 
responsible for the. continued 
management of the plantation, 
including its protection from 
insect infestation, fire and 
livestock 

The LTRCA will also be 
posting a sign on properties 
where trees have been planted, 
to acknowledge the landow- 
ner’s involvement in the prog- 
ram. 

The deadline for applications 
is September 29,1989. Although 
there are still plenty of trees 
available, apply early to 
ensure a supply of trees for the 
1990 planting season.

science, the methods used in 
scientific investigations, and 
the impact of science and 
technology on society. Some of 
the questions were identical to 
some of those used in a parallel 
study in Britain, allowing a

tion in Canada will almost 
certainly be much more than 
what is requires of the average 
citizen in a Third World agri- 
cultural society. : 

Dr. Miller's assessment 1 
that in both the United States 
and the United Kingdon, fewer 
than 10 per cent of the citizens 
can be classed as scientifically 
literate. These results are 
similar to those reached in 
surveys going back to 1979. He 
pointed out that an individual 
who does not comprehend 
basic terms like atom, mole- 
cule, cell, Bene Rrav Ey and 
radiation will be unable to 
follow almost any discussion 
involving a scientific problem 
or policy issue.

Pennsylvania, and he will be 
taking some oats along again. 

Before farmers even have 
oats to sell, the quality must be 
there. On/ his own farm, 
Mr.Nordstrom has cut his oats 
acreage back this year to 
ensure good management of 
the crop. He grew about 265 
acres last year and this year 
seeded just 155 to try to get the 
highest quality possible. If the 


crop is top-quality this year, he ° 


may go as high as 490 acres 
next year. 

Steps he has taken include 
increasing the seeding rate 
and using a half to two-thirds 
of his total fertilizer for the 
oats as a liquid stater with the 
seed. Mr.Nordstrom has been 
doing that for the last two or 
three years and keeping good 
records. He also top-dresses 
the oats crops with nitrogen at 
different stages of growth to 
increase protein.

new deck or a ski. boat-and 
because I had to use that stupid 
red outhouse again for a week. 
The wife said she had never 
rubbed calomine lotion there 
before. 

Winter brings another kind 
of problem for septic owners.

Although better informed 
about the dangers and legal 
risks of impaired driving, 
many consumers are still unfa- 
miliar with other alcohol- 
related laws can easily 
make costly mistakes, says 
Len Griffiths of the Ontario 
Liquor Licence Board ( ). 

“For instance, most prove 
know it’s illegal to drink in a 
car, but are surprised to find 
out it’s even an offence to 
ca an open bottle within 
reach,” Griffiths says. 

The Liquor Licence Act 
states open bottles transported 
in tmotor vehicles must 
stored out of reach of the 
driver and passengers. Ast 
term “‘out of reach’’ is open to 

. interpretation, use common 
sense and err on the side of 
caution, advises Griffiths. 

“It's better to be safe, in 
case the police stop you,” he 
says. ‘Put it in the trunk or in 
locked up luggage; somewhere 
it’s not going to arouse 
suspicions.” 

The Licence Act is quite 
specific about the locations 
where actual consumption is 

rmitted. Outside of estab- 
ishments licensed by the 
LLBO the only place you can 
legaly drink is in and around a 
residence. 

In addition to actual houses, 
a residence can be a tent, 
trailer, motor home, house-

According to 
Conroy, even a boat equipped 
for sleeping and food prepara- 
tion is only considered a resi- 
dence when it is moored for the 
night. 

“You can’t just pull over to

Surely it would make more 
sense to have potential home 
builders protected by ensuring

In an attempt to control 
these escalating costs, the 
government has_unilaterall 
changed the Program's eligi- 
bility rules. 

To qualify for tax rebates in 
future, land owners must have 
farmed at least of their 
hi oe themselves. Previ- 

sly, it didn’t matter who 
farmed the land. Rebates were 
given to land owners who met 
minimum gross farm produc- 
tion income requirements. 

This change is the govern- 
ment’s way of escaping rebate 
ayments to ‘‘Weekend 
‘armers’’, and to large corpo- 
rations that hold land in specu- 
lation and rent it to full-time 
farmers. 

However, it is the farmers 
who work these rented fields 
who will end up paying, when 
effected land owners raise 
rents to offset lost tax breaks. 
Since more than one-quarter of 
the land farmed in the provin- 
ce is rented, the impact on 
Ontario’s agricultural 
economy could be significant. 

Another Program revision, 
the tying of tax rebates to 
off-farmn income, penalizes 
farm families for earnin 
money from farm-relate 
work. Activities such as plant- 
ing and harvesting for 
payment, could be considered 
as off-farm income under the 
new rules. Many full-time 
farmers rely on this type of 
custom work to make ends 
meet. 

Government officials have 
promised to assess the drnpect 
of ll Program changes the 
$23 million cutback next year. 
By then, much damage is 
likely to have been done, and 
im Stirs y Ee tala will be 

mely difficult. 

The cost and effectiveness of 
the Farm Property Tax 
Rebate. Program does require 
careful deration. But this 
review must include the views 
of the people most effected - 
the farmers. 

Before acting on decisions 
that affect the livelihoods of 
thousands of farm families, the 


_government should respond to 


requests from concerned farm 
organizations, and allow them 
to have a say in revising the 
Program. If the government 
fails to do so, the assessment it 
has planned for next year may 
be. too late for some Ontario 
farmers. —

Which explains why everyone 
ata hunt camp begins to have 
the same unshaven, disleveled 
Daniel Bonne look. It also 
explains more drinking too 
much. 

The exqitment is heightened 
by the constant fear of getting 
shot, so everyone wears gaud 
clothes that make them loo 
like punk rockers. I don’t know 
if this colorful visibility is to 
better errant shots or to make 
sure of a clean kill, but I bet the 
deer. get a kick out of the 
fashion parade. 

Deer hunting is controlled by 
a system of tags issued under 
a quota that permits the hunter

The public sector in Ontario, 
which includes Bs. Sree ing 


from the abst ial govern- 
ment to school boards, hospi- 
tals and municipalities, 

more than $20 billion a year on 
goods and services.

The Ontario government 
ministries alone buy $2 billion 
worth of equipment and 
services each year. About two

It is not surprising, therefore 
that many new small ines- 
ses are eager to find out what 
government buys and how 
government goes about

“In the case of sales to 
gover it’s important for 

a company to identify what 
departments it can provide

the Ministry of Industry, Trade 
and Technology. 

To help businesses sort

In a release dated July 17, 
1989, the Federal Minister of 
the Environment announced 
regulations to eliminate lead 
from gasoline effective 
December 1, 1990. This dead- 
line has been advanced from 
the original intent of Decem- 
ber 1992. The Canadian Envir- 
onmental Act gives the govern- 
ment the power to issue regula- 
tions for any fuel that causes 
risk to the health of humans. 

It is said in the release that 
the lead particulate content in 
Canada’s air has declined by 85 
per cent through the use of air 
emission controls, between 
1974 and 1987. 

Lead in peecline was a 
momentous discovery in about 
1920, tetraethyl lead in gas 
boosted octane ratings and 
thus helped prevent engine 
knock. Unfortunately it has 
now been proven that the emis- 
sions are harmful to human 
health and with the monumen- 
tal increase in motor vehicles 
using this type of fuel, steps 
must be taken to reduce or 
totally eliminate the product. 

Because of the y weight 
ratio to amount of lead 
absorbed, the children are at 
greatest risk. 

Some effects are: mental 
development of young, lower 
birth weights, increased risk of 
premature birth, interference 
with haemoglobin synthesis, 
growth inhibition and hyper 
tension, says the release. The 
forgone plus the increased 
loading were seemingly the 
prime factors for accelerating 
the deadline. 

There are of course benefits 
to the motorist in that spark 
plugs and exhaust systems 
should require less mainte- 
nance without the resultant 
lead accumulation associated 
with tetraethyl fuels. 

On the negative side, engines 
designed to operate on leaded 
fuel only where the lead served 
as a valve seat lubricant and 
helped lessen exhaust valve 
recession, problems could 
arise. The release states that 
by 1990 that the number of 
vehicles on the road in this 
class will be minimal.

Owners of these will be able 
ia ba pe leaded gas with a 
reduced lead content, 26 milli- 
grams of lead per litre, as 
opposed to the previous 290 
milligrams per litre. It is 
stated that the US. reduced 
their lead content to this level 2 
years ago and this seems to be 
sufficient to maintain valve 
and engine life at an accept- 
able level.

his hands, and what he spends 
the money on. 

But trouble can arise for 
even prudent handlers of 
money when items of income 
and expenditure occur on an 
irregular basis. How ,do you 
account for these items when 
you're drawing up your master 


financial program? 

First, you must make a clear 
distinction between unex- 
pected new debt obligations 
and those known debts which 
you have to clear by quarterly 
or annual payments. There is 
much you can do about the 
unexpected. Your best course 


For example, suppose you 
borrowed $24,000 from your 
parents to help you make a 
downpayment on your Fami- 
ly’s home. The loan was 
interest-free but you promised 
to repay them $2,400 a year for 
10 years, the payments.to be 
made each Nov. 1.: 
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In order to meet that finan- 
cial obligation. your financial 
statement should show that ° 
you are putting aside $200 per 
month over a 12-month period 
for repayment of this special 
debt. Of course, you could give 
your parents $200 each month,

of action is to ensure that you 
have financial reserve set 
aside for emergencies (or, for 
that matter, unexpected 
investment opportunities. ) 
The size of the reserve is a 
matter of personal choice. 
Some professional financial 
planners recommend that it 
should amount to three months 
income. Regardless of the 
amount, the money should be 
readily accessible - yet 
invested where it is earning 
interest income. Good vehicles 
to use are saving accounts or 
short-term deposits at a bank 
or mutual fund money account. 
When it comes to putting 
debts you handle only occa- 
sionally each year into your 
financial program, you'll have 
to do some calculations.
